We  lull  them  to  sleep  by  ottr  su- 
gar-coated sermons  lauding  their  perfect 
performance  of  duty  when  we  ought  to  he 
showing  them  the  strength  of  their  enemy 
and  drilling  them  for  the  battle.  To  under- 
rate the  opposing  foreejj  liable  to  cair*  a 
lack  of  preparedness  to  meet  them.  The 
United  States  would  need  no  volunteers  to 
defeat  the  Republic  of  Hayti;  hut  to  meet 
England  or  Germany  would  require  every 
available  man. 

My  brethren,  it  is  time  that  we  get  a true 
estimate  of  conditions  and  proclaim  to  God’s  , 
hosts  tho  strength  of  these  opponents  or 
righteousness^-these  foes  of  light,  that  every 
man  may  he  “in  liis  place,”  not  only  «n  the 
defensive  hut  aggressively  attacking  the  en- 
emy. Vet.  the  pessimist  has  no  place  in 
the  ranks.

The  'Woman ’s  Missionary  Union 
proposes  to  raise  $95,000  for 
HiuJTe  Missions  this  year.  The 
Home  Board  urgently  needs  ev- 
ery dollar  of  the  amount,  if  we 
are  to  close  the  year  free  from 
debt.  Indeed,  we  would  be  great- 
ly rejoiced  if  our  devoted  sisters 
woidd  go  above  their  apportion- 
ment this  year. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  fis- 
cal year  the  Societies  and  Bands 
gave  a -total  of  only  $7,828  for 
Home  Missions.  It  is  perfectly 
apparent  that  most  of  the  $95,000 
must  be  raised  tinging  the  week 
of  Prayer  if  at  all.  The  Home 
Board  pleads  with  every  Society 
and  Band  to  do  its  full  part.  Let 
us  gird  ourselves  for  heroic  ef- 
fort in  the  greatest  and  most 
blessed  enterprise  for  the  welfare 
of  America  that  was  ever  under- 
taken. * 

Our  Home  Mission  Work  was 
never  more  needed  or  more  suc- 
cessful than  now,  and  our  receipts 
were  never  further  behind.  With 
$40  000  more  expense  than  last 
year  the  receipts  are  less  than 
at  this  date  last  year.  We  are 
heavily  in  debt  at  our  Atlnnfa 
banks,  for  the  modest  salaries  of 
the  workers  must  be  paid  or  else 
they  will  actually  suffer.
